It’s official! May is here 
in Sierra Madre, as evi¬ 
denced by last weekend’s 
version of one of the truly 
great Sierra Madre events, 
the Friends of the Library 
Art Fair. 1999’s install¬ 
ment of the Art Fair was 
#37, and by all accounts, 
another tremendous suc¬ 
cess. 

“The final numbers 
aren’t in yet, but we did 
quite well in sales,” said 
event co-chair Sharon 
Murphy. “The sales fig¬ 
ures should exceed last 
year’s. Attendance is al¬ 
ways something of a 
guess, but it was awfully 


crowded, particularly on 
Sunday.” 

The Art Fair brought 
100 artists to Sierra Madre 
to sell their creations. That 
number represents about a 
10% drop from last year’s 
Fair, a drop which can 
probably be explained by 
weather that looked threat¬ 
ening on Friday night/Sat¬ 
urday morning. Appear¬ 
ances were deceiving, 
however, and those artists 
who showed up were re¬ 
warded with nice weather 
and good sales. 

The Art Fair featured 
local artists, as well as the

Although City staff is focused on the 1999-2000 bud¬ 
get, always top priority this time of year, on the back 
burner is the facilitation of the creation of a community 
foundation, an item that has been discussed at the Coun¬ 
cil level and has the potential to leave a lasting benefit 
to the City of Sierra Madre. 

It was Mayor Pro Tern Rob Stockly who brought up 
the notion of a community foundation, an entity through 
which Sierra Madre residents, businesses, and other 
entities could financially invest in the community. 
Throughout the country, community foundations have 
proven to be an excellent vehicle for individuals and 
organizations to support a wide range of community arts, 
human services, and cultural heritage programs, notes 
City Administrator John Davidson. 

A breakfast is planned for June 4 at Corfu restaurant, 
a meeting to which many community leaders have been 
invited. The meeting will be informational, with City 
representatives discussing staff explorations regarding 
the community foundation idea. The City will also re¬ 
ceive input from the community. ‘The Council believes 
this is a good direction,” says Mayor Bart Doyle, “We 
want to see if the community agrees.” 

Doyle points out that if established, a community 
foundation would not be run by City staff, but would 
instead be a complete separate entity. “We can help to 
facilitate the creation of the foundation, but the founda¬ 
tion is not a City project. At some point, a group will 
have to come together as an independent board,” Doyle 
notes. “If it gets volunteer support, the concept will pro¬ 
ceed and flourish.” 

Organizations that could benefit from the formation 
of a community foundation include the Fourth of July 
Committee, the Friends of the Sierra Madre Public Li¬ 
brary, the Rotary Club, the Kiwanis Club, the Sierra

Patricia Gieselman, a Sierra Madre resident for almost 
20 years, will be honored on June 4th as one of just eight 
recipients of the San Gabriel Valley YWCA’s Women 
of Achievement Awards. Gieselman was selected from 
among numerous nominees in the Social Service cate¬ 
gory. “I really was surprised. There are many people out 
there doing some magnificent things, so this is quite an 
honor,” Gieselman said. She added, “I don’t know that 
I do anything that special.” 

Before embarking on a career path that would turn 
several young lives around, Gieselman first turned her 
own life around. Married at the age of 19, her first ca¬ 
reer was motherhood, raising four children and work¬ 
ing at a variety of menial jobs such as house cleaning, 
baby sitting, and more. When her youngest daughter was 
three, however, with the supportof her entire family, she 
went back to sthool, earning both a bachelor’s and mas¬ 
ter’s degree in Psychology from the California State Uni¬ 
versity at Los Angeles. 

She has a private practice located in Sierra Madre, 
where she works part time, allowing her to serve as a 
full-time director of clinical services at Ettie Lee Youth 
and Family Services, a nonprofit organization that start¬ 
ed some 50 years ago as a group home by Ettie Lee, a 
Los Angeles Unified School District teacher. 

Ettie Lee Youth and Family Services how has 88 beds 
in a number of group homes, and also offers drug and 
alcohol treatment, parenting classes, and more. Gie¬ 
selman supervises the social work staff for the group 
homes, and is also in charge of admissions and the sub¬ 
stance abuse program. 

“It’s really been fun,” Gieselman says. “I honestly 
love my job.” 

Involvement in the community around her has always 
been a way of live for Gieselman, most particularly with 
the Pasadena Unified School District when her own 
children were young. Free time is not much of an issue 
for her now, but she enjoys music, home remodeling, 
work, and time with her family. “I just tried to handle 
the things that came my way,” she says of the award.

Madre Athletic Association, the Sierra Madre Civic 
Club, the Sierra Madre Historical Society, Sierra Madre 
Little League, Sierra Madre Police Association, Sierra 
Madre Rose Float Association, Sierra Madre Search and 
Rescue, and Sierra Madre Volunteer Firefighters Asso¬ 
ciation. 

In addition to the possibility of tax exempt donations 
to various community organizations (community foun¬ 
dations have 501c3 tax exempt status) community foun¬ 
dations also benefit the City because they are often eli¬ 
gible for grants and assistance programs that local gov¬ 
ernments cannot qualify for. Typically, foundations 
benefit everything in a City from service organizations 
to fine arts, performing arts, and educational programs, 
Doyle points out. 

The City is soliciting as much help as possible, includ¬ 
ing the possibility of local attorneys or accountants do¬ 
ing pro bono or discounted work to assist in the estab¬ 
lishment of a community foundation. Staff has already 
benefitted greatly from the assistance of local resident 
Frank Hall, director of the St. Joseph Hospital Founda¬ 
tion. He has provided many insights from his vast pro¬ 
fessional experience. 

“Ultimately, this one will be up to the residents,” says 
Doyle. “If they step up to the plate and want it to fly, it 
can be a tremendous benefit to the City for years to 
come.”

Altadena’s Theater 
Americana, which has 
been going on as a real 
community theater for 
nearly seventy years has 
naturally had its ups and 
downs. With few excep¬ 
tions they have stuck to 
their policy of producing 
only brand new plays. 
They advertise in the trade 
papers for original scripts 
and choose four to make 
up their yearly season. 
Sometimes the pickings 
are a little thin and some¬ 
times they find a gem or 
two and, inevitably the 
role of the director is ex¬ 
tremely important. The 
service that they offer to 
aspiring playwrights is ir¬ 
replaceable as only pro¬ 
duction can show the 
strengths and weaknesses 
of a script. 

Their current play is 
‘The Quilling of F*rue” by 
Mary Fengar Gail, direct¬ 
ed by Kai Gofer, who also 
designed the ingenious set. 

It tackles an old theatrical 
problem: how do you 
show a character’s inner 
attitude simultaneous with 
his outer behavior? 

The plot of “Quilling - “ 
involves Prue, a Catholic 
Priest, who is the spiritual 
guide of Duncan, a young 
seminarian. Duncan has 
announced his intention of 
leaving his studies and 
marrying. Prue is shocked 
and disappointed. He feels 
that he has failed and is 
losing a promising priest. 
But in the background, 
also wearing a clerical col¬ 
lar, is a duplicate of him¬ 
self who refers to himself 
as a troll. Trolls are nasty, 
dirty, smelly and selfish

beings, totally unashamed 
of their attitudes and very 
outspoken. Prue is desper¬ 
ately embarrassed by this 
alter ego who keeps prod¬ 
ding him with his own in¬ 
ner feelings and whom 
i Prue tries to rationalize 
I away. 

But there is no doubt 
that Prue dislikes and dis¬ 
trusts women, with the 
possible exception of his 
clear-eyed and insightful 
niece, Frances, who tries to 
help him deal with his prej¬ 
udice and the fantasies it 
evokes. 

Andy Forrest is the dis¬ 
turbed Prue and John Fo¬ 
ley is his demonic double. 
Allen Cocorran is the 
young priest, hardly signif¬ 
icant enough to inspire the 
adoration of Sheri Bagley 
as the woman he wants to 
marry. Michelle Feynman 
shines as the intuitive 
young woman who tries to 
bring her uncle into reali¬ 
ty- 

The play is a work in 
progress, but well worth 
seeing for the issues it rais¬ 
es, and it is very well per¬ 
formed.

“The Importance of Be¬ 
ing Ernest” by Oscar Wil¬ 
de has been performed 
many times by high 
school, colleges, commu¬ 
nity theaters, and profes¬ 
sionals and countless ac¬ 
tors of all abilities have 
attempted Wilde’s witty 
gibes at human beings in 
general and 19th century 


British society in particu¬ 
lar and audiences have 
laughed at all of them. 
There is enough nonsense 
to amuse almost any audi¬ 
ence and even a shallow 
performance can be funny. 

But in Sheldon Epps’ 
production at the Pasadena 
Playhouse you have the 
quintessential “Ernest” - 
beautifully acted, beauti¬ 
fully costumed, beautiful¬ 
ly set.

It helps, of course, to 
have people like Shirley 
Knight to play autocratic 
Lady Bracknell and her 
real-life daughter, Kaitlin 
Hopkins, to play the so¬ 
cially brain-washed 
Gwendolen. Robert Curtis 
Brown, so elegant as the 
lead in “Present Laugh¬ 
ter”, plays John Worthing 
and Lina Patel makes a 
winsome Cecily. Carolyn 
Seymour is a rather charm¬ 


ing Miss Prism and versa¬ 
tile David Purdom is the 
puzzled Rev. Chasable. 

The plot, of course, is 
total satire as Jack and his 
friend Algernon (oops!

19th century convention 
and stereotype to find 
which one has the best 
claim on the name of 
Ernest.

Dr. Beck Weathers, the 
inspiring survivor of the 
May 1996 disaster on Mt. 
Everest, speaks of his in¬ 
credible journey in his pre¬ 
sentation, “Miracle on 
Everest” at the Pasadena 
Civic Auditorium, on 
Wednesday, May 26,1999 
at 8:00 p.m. as part of the 
Distinguished Speaker Se¬ 
ries. 

Weathers, who was 
prominently featured in 
Jon Krakauer’s best-sell¬ 
ing account “Into This 
Air,” was a member of the 
fateful 1996 climbing ex¬ 
pedition that would be¬ 
come the deadliest in 
Everest history. 

Unlike the eight climb¬ 
ers who perished. Weath¬ 
ers was given a second 
chance to live. His body 
bears permanent scars of 
his ordeal. Driven by a 
sense of survivor’s obliga¬ 
tion, Weathers is now in¬ 
spiring audiences with the 
miracle of his survival. 

On May 10, 1996, the 
deadliest day in the histo¬ 
ry of Mount Everest, a vi¬ 
olent spring storm swept 
over Mt. Everest, buffet¬ 
ing thirty adventurers who 
were descending from the 
mountain’s summit with 
heavy snow, subzero cold, 
and hurricane-force 
winds. Within 24 hours, 
eight of the climbers, in¬ 
cluding three professional 
guides, were dead. 

Among the climbers 
severely injured was 
Weathers, a forty-nine- 
year-old amateur climber 
who, lying unconscious 


and exposed, had been left 
for dead twice by rescue 
teams. 

Miraculously, Weath¬ 
ers awoke the morning af¬ 
ter the storm barely alive. 
His hands were severely 
frostbitten; he had no feel¬ 
ing left in his feet; and his 
vision was so impaired that 
he could .see only three or 
four feet in front of him. 
But he managed to make it 
to the uppermost base 
camp on his own. 

When he reached his 
astonished fellow climb¬ 
ers, they cut the frozen 
clothes from his body and 
warmed him. After endur¬ 
ing another stormy night, 
he managed to descend to 
Camp 1. Between Camp 1 
and the base of the moun¬ 
tain lay Khambu Icefall, a 
huge glacier of mile-deep 
crevasses and 12-story 
high ice blocks. Too ill to 
descend. Weathers lay 
stranded at 22,000 feet. 

After hearing of her 


husbands survival, his 
wife Peach Weathers ar¬ 
ranged for a helicopter to 
rescue him. It was an ex¬ 
tremely dangerous opera¬ 
tion because helicopters 
can lose the ability to lift at 
that height. 

Of his incredible story. 
Weathers says, “If an ordi¬ 
nary person was able to 
survive these experiences 
and come out not just 
alive, but improved, so can 
anyone...inside each of us 
is a well of strength that 
you can call upon if you’re 
only willing to reach inside 
and get it.”

New Police Station vjuis

The Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cil Tuesday night opted to 
postpone for two weeks a 
vote on whether to switch 
the Arcadia Transit Sys¬ 
tem to a company other 
than San Gabriel Transit, 
Inc., the company that has 
provided the operations 
and maintenance of the 
system for the 24 years of 
its existence. 

Not only has the City 
not gone with another ser¬ 
vice provider in those 24 
years, it has also not test¬ 
ed the market. Develop¬ 
ment Services Director 
Don Penman cited three 
reasons why the move was 
contemplated at this time: 
First, there have been nu¬ 
merous recent changes in 
the public transit industry, 
consistent with changes in 
the U.S. Department of 
Transportation and the 
Federal Transit Adminis¬ 
tration. Second, the City 
has experienced a decline 
in the level of service pro¬ 
vided over the past five 
years. Finally, Penman 
noted that in the opinion of 
City staff, it is important to 
have a competitive process 
for service contracts, to 
ensure quality service. 

The decision to look 
into possible alternate ser¬ 
vice providers resulted in a 
Request For Proposals 
(RFP) process, which was 
evaluated by Michael 
Busch of the City of Arca¬ 
dia, as well as representa¬ 
tives from the City of 
Glendale and the Metro¬ 
politan Transit Authority. 
Five firms submitted 
RFP’s, and interviews 
were conducted of the four 
judged to be the most qual¬ 
ified. 

That evaluation led to 
the staff recommendation 
that R & D Transportation 
Services be selected as the 
City’s new service provid¬ 
er, with ATC/Vancom se¬ 
lected in a close second 
(265 ranking points to 246) 
with San Gabriel Transit 
(209) and Dootson Transit 
Services (164) ranking sig¬ 
nificantly further behind. 
Penman noted that if the 
evaluation were done on 
the basis of service alone, 
ATCA^ancom would have 
been selected; however, 
the proposed cost from 
ATCWancom was close to 
$2 million more than that 
of R & D over the five 
years of the proposed con¬ 
tract. Even with the rather 
large disparity, ATCA^an- 
com was a close second. 

San Gabriel Transit was 
not happy with the recom¬ 
mendation that their con¬ 
tract be discontinued, and 
in addition to company 
representatives Scott 
Schaffer and Duke Perrin, 
attorney Michael Mont¬ 
gomery, representing 
SGT, spoke on their be¬ 
half. Schaffer and Perrin 
questioned the subjectivi¬ 
ty of the RFP process. “We 


have the luxury or the dis¬ 
advantage of knowing 
what the fuel costs are,” 
Schaffer said, referring to 
the company’s 24 years of 
experience. R & D’s esti¬ 
mated fuel costs came in 
significantly below SGT’s, 
in the proposal, anyway. 
He offered his belief that 
the proposals compared 
apples to oranges. 

City staff’s Michael 
Busch noted that when he 
came on board, SGT’s on 
time percentage was in the 
70’s, with an industry stan¬ 
dard of mid-90’s. He add¬ 
ed that over the past six to 
12 months, a period in 
which he and Penman 
agreed that SGT’s perfor¬ 
mance had been improv¬ 
ing, that percentage in¬ 
creased to a level consis¬ 
tent with the mid-90’s fig¬ 
ure. Penman, in response 
to a question from Coun- 
cilmember Gail Marshall, 
called SGV’s current ser¬ 
vice level “adequate.” 

Montgomery ques¬ 
tioned the process from a 
legal standpoint, saying 
that in his opinion, the 
laws that govern public 
works contracts could ap- 
"ply, in which case the 
project would have to go to 
the lowest responsible bid¬ 
der. If those laws do not 
apply, then RFP criteria 
must be strictly adhered to. 
Included in those criteria 
was a statement that com¬ 
panies must have three 
years’ experience with a 
similar model, a figure that 
R & D lacked as a compa¬ 
ny. Penman pointed out 
that City staff, identified in 
the RFP as the sole judge 
of companies’ attempts to 
meet the criteria, consid¬ 
ered the experience of the 
employees of R & D, who 
had a wealth of experi¬ 
ence, and not the life of the 
company as an entity. 

For R & D, Dave Daley 
said that his company 
“was prepared to do exact¬ 
ly what we say we’re go¬ 
ing to do.” He countered 
claims by Schaffer that R 
& D simply “interviewed 
well” by responding, “Our 
proposals are not prepared 
by consultants They’re 
written by our people. 
That’s why we interview 
better. We know what’s in 
there, and we are prepared 
to deliver.” 

Councilmembers Ron- 
celli and Marshall ex¬ 
pressed hesitation at a 
company with relatively 
little experience getting the 
contract, especially in light 
of a company with 24 
years’ experience being 
cast aside. “In my experi¬ 
ence, you can always find 
a lower bidder, but you get 
lower service, too,” said 
Roncelli. 

Councilmember Gary 
Kovacic noted that in three 
years on the Council, he 
hadn’t received negative 
comments about SG Tran¬ 


sit; instead, he noted that 
the City is frequently com- 
plimented on its Dial-A- 
Ride service. He asked 
Busch to rate the service 
level today, which Busch 
gave an 80 on a 1-100. 
Busch added that he ex¬ 
pects R & D would score a 
95, a figure that SGT could 
come to as well, but hasn’t 
yet. “We believe they’re 
(SGT) very capable of do¬ 
ing the job.” 

All Councilmembers 
had some conflicts about 
any course of action. The 
compromise suggestion 
was to request new pro¬ 
posals, a course of action 
argued against vehement¬ 
ly by Mayor Pro Tern Rob¬ 
ert Harbicht, who said that 
he felt the bid process had 
been fair. He questioned 
the Council’s desire to mi¬ 
cromanage the manage¬ 
ment of the transit compa¬ 
nies, who had gone 
through what he consid¬ 
ered a fair bid process and 
submitted their proposals. 
While he claimed to not be 
100% convinced that R & 
D was the best company 
for the job, they “got the 
nod” in his book, thanks to 
the evaluation of the pan¬ 
el, a position that Chandler 
concurred with. 

City Administrator Bill 
Kelly, in response to what 
at first seemed to be a ma¬ 
jority favoring the re-re- 
quest, pointed out that as 
the RFP asked companies 
to meet a certain service 
level, the ways in which 
they achieved that service 
level would not be the 
same (earlier, for instance, 
a great deal had been made 
of the fact that R & D was 
proposing to use fewer ve¬ 
hicles than SGT). In other 
words, Kelly pointed out, 
no matter how many 
RFP’s went out, the net 
result would be a compar¬ 
ison of apples to oranges, 
not apples to apples. 

That observation was 
enough to budge Kovacic 
from his original position 
favoring the rebid. While 
agreeing that the relevant 
data were in, he also re¬ 
quested more time to make 
a decision between pro¬ 
posals. He expressed an 
interest in continuing the 
agenda item for two 
weeks, with City staff pre¬ 
paring a matrix of specific 
differences in the propos¬ 
als. Councilmember Mar¬ 
shall made a motion to that 
effect, which passed on a 
4-1 vote, with Harbicht 
opposed. The matter will 
come up again in two 
weeks, with Kovacic ap¬ 
pearing to be the swing 
vote, unless another Coun¬ 
cilmember changes his po¬ 
sition. Barring a change of 
heart, Harbicht and Chan¬ 
dler favor switching to R 
& D, while Marshall and 
Roncelli favor the experi¬ 
ence of SGT.

A study session was 
held prior to Tuesday 
night’s meeting of the Ar¬ 
cadia City Council, con¬ 
cerning the City’s police 
facilities project. There 
will be another City Coun¬ 
cil study session on June 
7th at 7:00 p.m. at the 
Community Center, a 
meeting which will in¬ 
clude 25-30 invited guests. 
The hope is that following 
the meeting, a committee 
will form to advocate the 
passage of a bond for 
funds to build the facility. 

While it hasn’t been set 
in stone, in all probability, 
that bond would be a gen¬ 
eral obligation bond, 
which would require a 2/3 
vote for passage. The plan 
is to put the measure on the 
ballot at November’s 
County election date. A 
firm has been retained for 
a needs assessment, and 
City staff is proceeding as 
quickly as possible, recog¬ 
nizing that a fair amount of 
voter education will have 
to take place to assist pas¬ 
sage of the bond. The City 
Council will be basing the 
amount of the bond on that 
needs assessment, but cur¬ 


rent estimates are that the 
bond will be from $10 mil¬ 
lion to $12 million, with 
another $5 million or so 
coming from internal 
sources for a total project 
cost of $ 16 million, plus or 
minus $1 million. 

When Mayor Roger 
Chandler took his new po¬ 
sition at last month’s reor¬ 
ganization, he made it very 
clear that his top priority 
was getting the police sta¬ 
tion project accomplished, 
and the City has been mov¬ 
ing forward to that end 
consistently over the past 
month. 

The current facility was 
built in 1956, and was in¬ 
tended to accommodate a 
total staff of 45. Currently, 
there are 94 full-time staff¬ 
ers, 25 part-timers, 12 re¬ 
serve officers, 90 civilian 
volunteers, and 20 explor¬ 
er scouts, with 100 of those 
employees using the facil¬ 
ity on a regular basis, and 
the rest using it intermit¬ 
tently. 

In 1956, the Arcadia 
Police Department served 
a primarily residential/ag¬ 
ricultural community of 
36,000 residents; now. 


there are over 52,000 resi¬ 
dents, and an active busi¬ 
ness community and re¬ 
gional shopping center. 
Arcadia is also affected by 
crime that takes place out¬ 
side the City. In 1956, 
there were 7,000 calls for 
service; in 1998, there 
were 30,000. 

Problems with the cur¬ 
rent building include size, 
electrical capacity, struc¬ 
tural integrity, and the jail. 
There is simply not 
enough room in the build¬ 
ing to accommodate the 
employees and volunteers, 
to say nothing of the 
records, evidence, and 
equipment. The building 
does not meet ADA re¬ 
quirements or today’s 
building standards, and is 
especially vulnerable to 
potential earthquake dam¬ 
age. Since its opening in 
1956, the building has 
been in operation for about 
400,000 hours, round the 
clock. For a conventional 
office building, this trans¬ 
lates to an age of 110 
years. Current City staff 
evaluation of the building 
is that it is “incapable of 
handling the needs of a 
21 St centug' Depaiimcnt.” 


City Council To Consider 
Aggressive Capital 
Improvement Program 


In addition to discussing the proposed 
operating budget for fiscal years 1999- 
2001, at upcoming meetings the Arcadia 
City Council will also review the prelim¬ 
inary Five-Year Capital Improvement 
and Equipment Acquisition Program. 
The Capital Program is not a budget, but 
rather a financial plan for capital im¬ 
provements and equipment replacement. 
The Program is used to forecast a sched¬ 
ule of major expenditures for the City’s 
infrastructure and equipment acquisition. 
When preparing the Capital Program 
staff analyzes and predicts when repairs, 
reconstruction, construction and/or major 
replacement should take place and iden¬ 
tifies appropriate funding sources. Mon¬ 
ey for capital projects comes from a va¬ 
riety of sources including gas tax receipts, 
water use charges, race track receipts, the 
Redevelopment Agency and Proposition 
A and C transportation and recreation 
funds. 

The 1999-2004 Capital Program is 
divided into five categories and totals 
$35,007,607.00: 

Streets 

Building and Grounds 
Sewer/Storm Drain 
Water 
Parks 

In the coming years, Arcadia residents 
can look forward to a variety of improve¬ 
ments to the City’s infrastructure; im¬ 
provements that are essential to the well 
being and safety of the people who live 
and work here. 

Below are a few of the projects includ¬ 
ed in the preliminary Capital Program. 
All capital projects are subject to the ap¬ 
proval of the City Council.

illuminated and reflectorized street and 
safety signs at major intersections and 
traffic signals. 

Obsolete traffic signal control equip¬ 
ment will be replaced. 

Slurry seal and sidewalk reconstruc¬ 
tion will take place in specified areas. 

In 1999-2000 the utility lines on San¬ 
ta Anita from Huntington to Colorado; 
Morlan Place from Huntington to South 
Santa Anita; and Santa Clara from Hun¬ 
tington to First will be placed under¬ 
ground. 

Several improvements will be made to 
the City’s parks and recreational facilities 
including turf revitalization, replacement 
of play equipment, resurfacing of basket¬ 
ball courts and refurbishing tennis courts, 
picnic areas and restroom facilities. 

Major projects are proposed for the 
City’s sewer and water systems. In fact, 
over $21.3 million of improvements are 
planned for the water system alone ($3.9 
million in 1999-2000). An in-depth study 
of the City’s sewer and water operations 
resulted in the completion of two master 
plans designed to provide Arcadia resi¬ 
dents with reliable, safe and sanitary 
water and sewer systems for many years 
into the future. 

A variety of equipment will need to be 
purchased in the coming years, every¬ 
thing from items for the emergency com¬ 
munications .system to police vehicles to 
fire equipment to computers. 

Arcadia’s Capital Program continues 
the City’s goal to maintain and improve 
our infrastructure and to provide the 
equipment and tools necessary for em¬ 
ployees to provide quality service to res¬ 
idents. 

The preliminary Capital Improvement 
and Equipment Acquisition Program is 
available for public review at the Library 
and in the City Clerk’s office at City Hall. 
The City Council is expected to formal¬ 
ly di.scuss the Capital Program and the 
City budget at meetings in May and June 
Comments from the public are welcome.

Phil Carlson gave a wonderful message to us where¬ 
by he admonished us to be forgiving just as the Lord has 
forgiven us. The text for his sermon was Matthew 18:21- 
35 where Peter comes to the Lord and asks Him “Lord, 
how many times shall I forgive my brother when he sins 
against me?” Jesus’ retort to this inquiry was 70X7 
(490???). Jesus then goes on to give that severe parable 
where the master forgives the servant of a huge debt and 
then the servant immediately goes out and badgers a 
fellow servant who owed him money — even to the point 
of having him thrown into prison. 

Right up front the message of this parable is “not” for 
us to start keeping score and as soon as we reach 490 
we will have done our job. The 490 represents a limit¬ 
less number so that what Jesus is saying to us that there 
is no limit to the number of times that we are to forgive 
our brother. First of all, we forgive because we are com¬ 
manded to do so and than in and on itself should be 
enough. The undergirding precept is ensconced in the 
Lord’s prayer, “Forgive us our sins as we forgive those 
who sin against us.” Forgiveness has no limits nor does 
it have any bounds. 

God can’t overlook sin. His holiness and His righ¬ 
teousness doesn’t allow Him. It is something that has 
to be dealt with and God dealt with it through His Son.
